Mr. ANDREU said that he believes the 
note was actually intended for his second cousin, CESAR 
ANDREU IGLESIAS, who was a well known Communist. He said 
that he does not recall the exact words of the note; however, 
it did indicate with certainty that the bearer was a trusted 
member of the Communist Party. 

Mr. ANDREU stated that he does not recall for sure at 
this time, but he believes that the note identified the 
caller as JAIME ORTEGA. Mr. ANDREU also stated that the 
name ALFREDO ORTIZ APONTE was also either on the note or 
was injected into their conversation at the time because he 
recalls that the bearer of the note, after being informed 
by ANDREU that he evidently had brought the note to the 
wrong man, insisted that he was JAIME ORTEGA and not 
ALFREDO ORTIZ. 

Mr. ANDREU said that he is almost certain that he knew 
the bearer of the note to be ALFREDO ORTIZ APONTE, former 
Lutheran minister from Bayamon, Puerto Rico.
